DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 and 3-20 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of 
reasons for allowance: The prior art of record does not disclose a process for converting a 
hydrocarbon feed stream utilizing a reformulation feed stream wherein the reformulation 
feed stream is prepared by cracking a preliminary cracking feed stream with catalyst 
particles in a cracking reactor to produce a cracked product, said catalyst particles in said 
cracking reactor having a same composition as the catalyst particles in the reformulation 
reactor. The prior art of record also does not disclose cycling catalyst particles in the first 
reactor to the second reactor.
